This Office action has been issued in response to amendment filed 6 March 
2006 . Claims 1-15 are pending. Applicant's arguments have been carefully and 
respectfully considered, and are persuasive, as will be discussed in more detail below. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to independent claim 1 , the claim is allowable over the prior art of 
record for the limitations of "said processor includes a non-secure translation table base 
address register,,, within said nonsecure domain,.. said processor includes a secure 
translation table base address register.,. within said secure domain." As such, each of 
the dependent claims is allowable. 

With respect to independent claims 8 and 15, the claim is allowable over the 
prior art of record for the limitations of "when in said nonsecure domain, using a non- 
secure translation table base address register of said processor... within said non- 
secure domain... when in said secure domain, using a secure translation table base 
address register of said processor... within said secure domain". As such, each of the 
dependent claims is allowable.
